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Ford mounts campaign 
in Midwest farm belt 


LINCOLN, Nebraska. — President 
Ford went on the offensive in the 
Midwest farm belt yesterday to 
blunt Ronald Reagan's mounting 
challenge for the Republican presi- 
dential nomination. 

A change in campaign strategy 
was apparent as the President, 
avoiding question-and-answer ses- 
sions, painted a glowing picture of 
the U.S. under his leadership. 

The President, shaken by four 
primary élection defeats in a week 
at the hands of Reagan, stayed 
with the prepared text of speeches 
and avoided political exchanges with 
his audiences. 

In the past Ford had been forced 
on to the defensive by question- 
and-answer sessions in the face of 
Reagan's charges that he was sur- 
rendering control of the Panama 
Cana! and had permitted America's 
defences to weaken. 

Ford 4s reassessing his campaign 
strategy after severe primary elec- 
tion defeats in Texas, Indiana, Geor- 
gia and Alabama. 

Concentrating yesterday on his 
own record he told a University of 
Nebraska audience: 

“Because we are strong, because 
we are prepared... America has 
gained new respect and the free 
world once more looks to us for 
leadership and inspiration.” 


Only once did he answer ques- 
tlons — at a farm forum in Omaha 
Friday night, when the entire dis- 
cussion revolved around ‘com- 
modity subsidies, veterinary medi- 
cine and meat production. 


The President, flying to Indepen- 
dence, Missouri, where he ig due 
to vislt the grave of Democratic 
President Harry Truman on the 
92nd anniversary of Truman’s birth, 
came to Nebraska on Friday to 
campaign in the state’s May 11 
primary election. ν 

For the President, the Nebraska 
primary is a crucial contest and 
ene he must win if he is to wrest 
the initiative from Reagan and nip 
the former California governor's 
suddenly blooming presidential cam- 
paign in the bud. 

The President said in his pre- 
pared remarks at the University 
of Nebraska, that the country, far 
from decHning, had found 8 new 
spirit of optimism. 

The President broke no new: 
ground during the trip, but he 
stressed his conviction that he had 
a good record in bringing the coun- 
try out of the recession, following 
strong foreign and defence policies, 
and restoring confidence in the 
White House after the Watergate 
era. (Reuter) 


Egypt to buy military 
transports from France 


Terusalem Post Correspondent 
PARIS, — France's state-owned 
Aerospatiale firm announced on Fri- 
day that it is rel produc- 
tion of its Transall military trans- 
port aircraft in order to meet the 
needs of the Egyptian and other 
foreign air forces. 

Egypt. which has ordered six C~- 
180 Hercules transports for $60m. 
from the U.S., is already buying 
Mirage F-1 fighter-bombers and 
Alphajet trainers from France. 

The Transall, which is manufac- 
tured jointly by France and West 
Germany, is to be put back on the 
production line in 1977 after a five- 
year halt. A total of 180 aircraft 
were manufactured up to 1972. 


The new run will cover 75 more 
alreraft of which only 25 are ear- 
marked for the French air force. 
France will recelve 14 of ita mew 
Transalls between 1977 and 1982 
and the other eleven after 1982. 

West Germany's Luftwaffe has 
16 Transalls but has not asked for 
any of the new production run. 

Egypt's Vice-Premier and War 
Minister General Abdel Gamasy, told 
French officials that his country 
would welcome at least 20 Transalis 
after watching a demonstration 
fight in France in March. 

The Transall is powered by two 
Rolls Royce turboprops and can 
carry 100 troops in full kit with 
tanks and other heavy vehicles. 


Egypt opted for China in 1974 


CAIRO. — The Egyptian Govern- 
ment decided two years ago to pro- 
mote China as an alternative to the 
Soviet Union as a supplier of mill- 
tary hardware, Vice-President Hosni 
Mubarak disclosed im a broadcast 
yesterday. 

Mubarak, who made an official 
visit to Peking last month, added 
that Egypt's links with the Chinese 
would remain good even if Cairo 


patched up its strained relations 
with Moscow. 

Meanwhile, the Soviet Union has 
agreed to consider Egypt's request 
for industrial spare parts and other 
equipment, according to the Cairo 
weekly newspaper “Akhbar el-Yom.” 
Jt said the request was made by 
Egypt's trade and supply minister, 
Zakaria Tawfik Abdel Fattah, who 
visited Moscow recently to sign a 
trade agreement. (Reuter)

Snub to Katzir highlights French 
public’s indifference to Israel

PARIS. — Israel's declining popu- 
larity in France has been highlight- 
ed by the quickly quelled storm-in- 
a-teacup over ‘President Ephraim 
Katzir's cancelling a projected visit 
in response to a stinging diplomatic 
snub by French president Valery 

Giscard d'Estaing. 

Although the local press lost no 
time in exposing the transparent 
pretexts produced by French official- 
dom to justify Giscard's refusal to 
invite Katzir to lunch, ho leading 
political figures took the stand to 
berate Giscard for his discourtesy. 
Likewise there have been no pro- 
tests in Paris against the French 
government's moves to block plans 
by the Common Market to include 
Israel in a package of aid to Medi- 
terranean countries. 

Although French public opinion’s 


disenchantment with Israel dates 
back before the Yom Kippur War, 
the Arab oil embargo quickly ero- 
ded the few remnants of sympathy. 
According to opinion polls published 
by newspapers and newsmagazines, 
Israel had the support of 68 per 
cent of the French immediately af- 
ter its 1967 victory. Support drop- 
ped to 35 per cent after the Israeli 
commando raid on Beirut Airport 
in 1969, and by 1974 Israel could 
count on only 6.8 per cent of “very 
favourable" and 29.2 per cent of 
“favourable” backers, making a to- 
tal of 36 per cent. 

Simultaneously, the French gov- 
ernment policy mustered wider back- 
ing. Six months after the Six Day 
War, 30 per cent of the country 
approved General Charles de Gaul- 
le’s Middle East policy, while 33 
per cent disapproved. Ey the time 


of the Yom Kippur War 60 per cent 


favoured the government's so-called 
“neutral” attitude while 12 per cent 
urged support for Israel and 12 
per cent for the Arabs. 

The French attitude towards Is- 
rael can be more closely analysed 
from the epithets used to describe 
the Jewish state by the student 
population. The dominating charac- 
teristic of Israel is “religious,” ac- 
cording to an overwhelming 83 per 
cent, followed by “capitalist” in the 
view of 58 per cent. 

Tn 1971 Israel was considered 
“democratic” by 65 per cent of 
French students. But only 46 per 
cent made the same judgment two 
years later. 

“Bellicose’’ was the adjective that 
27 per cent of the students most 
favoured in 1971, and 36 per cent in 
1973, “Rarist," used by 40 per cent 
in 1971, slipped down to 35 per cent 
by 1973,

The alleged plot appeared to have 
been the main reason for switching 
May Day celebrations from the 
Kafr el-Dawar industrial area near 
Alexandria to Suez. 

Observers here recalled that the 
Egyptian press first reported that the 
celebrations would take place in 
Kafr el-Dawar, and a few days later 
sald it was decided to switch them 
to Suez, at the southern entrance 
of the Suez Canal, “so that the 
workers can see the progress 
achieved in the reconstruction ef- 
forts in the Suez Canal area." 

Fahmi told “Akhbar el-Yom" that 
the accused, western desert tribes- 
men, confessed that they were in- 
structed to carry out "big sabotage 
acts" in both Beheira and Alexan- 
dria provinces. Some of them plant- 

“ed a number of time bombs in fac- 

tories and petrol stations, Fahmi 
said.

May 15 was labelled here the

The newspaper said the accused 
confessed that at the last minute 


they snatched the fuses of the singe! 


bombs to prevent them from ex- 
ploding, contrary to the orders they 
received from Libyan intelligence. 
It added that these defused bombs 
were found beside one of the fac- 
tories in Beheira province. 

The official Libyan news agency 
Arna in Tripoli Friday said the 
Egyptian allegations were complete- 
ly unfounded. 
But the Beirut ine “Al- 
Hadaf,” published by the Popular 
Front for the Liberation of Pales- 
tine, quoted Gaddafl on Friday as 
urging Egyptian workers, farmers 
and students to revolt against Sa- 
dat's government. (Reuter)

Tories gain 
15 per cent 
in UK vote 


LONDON. Britain's opposition 
Conservative Party notched impres- 
sive gains in local municipa) elec- 
tions in England and Wales on 
Friday, gaining 15 per cent of 16,000 
council seats in the widespread 
voting. 

The Conservatives also made 
major gains from the middle-road 
Liberals and Independent groups on 
municipal and district councils. 

The Conservatives took some 60 
district and borough councils from 
the ruling Labour Party, which lost 
some 1,200 seats around the country. 

Conservative Party leader Mrs. 
Margaret Thatcher called for a 
general Parllamentary election, but 
most political commentators saw 
this as little more than window- 
dressing. 

With Britain’s economy in tatters, 
they said, the Conservatives are in 
ao hurry to take over government 
— and the plethora of problems 
that an administration would have 
to face. 

The governing party traditionally 
loses support in municipal elections 
midway through its five-year term. 
But commentators noted that the 
swing to the Conservatives im the 
municipal elections indicated the 
Tories would get around a 60-seat 
majerity in parliament if a general 
election were held goon. 

The main councils which fell 
under Ccnservative control were 
Birmingham, Leeds, Nottingham, 
Derby, Southampton, Exeter, Oxford, 
Rochdale, and Prime Minister James 
Callaghan’s own base Cardiff. 

Labour succeeded in retaining 
control of Manchester, but lost 
ground elsewhere in Lancashire and 
the West Midlands — both highly 
important electoral battlefields with 
a big proportion of margina] par- 
liamentary seats. 

The turnout in the elections, which 
did not include greater London, 
where Labour is strong, was only 
abour 35 per cent of registered 
voters, (AP, Reuter) 


House approves 
funds to protect 
U.S. weapons 


WASHINGTON. — The U.S. House 
of Representatives approved a bill 
on Friday to spend $3.3b, on tmprov- 
ing American military bases and pro- 
tecting nuclear weapons from pos- 
sible terrorist attacks. 


Most of the money is earmarked 
for domestic bases, 


But the bill provides for more 
than $65m. to boost security for 
nuclear weapons outside the U.S. The 
$65m. will buy floodlighting, fencing 
and alarm systems to prevent pos- 
sible theft of nuclear weapons by 
International terrorist groups. The 
location of the sites involved was 
kept secret. (Reuter) 


Kissinger, Giscard 
discuss Middle East 


Jerusalem Post Correspondent 
PARIS. — U.S. Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger and French Presi- 
dent Valery Giscard d'Estaing re- 
viewed the Middie East during a 
90-minute breakfast meeting at the 
Hlysee Palace here on Friday. Kis- 
r said afterwards that they 
had “just discussed the situation 
in ἃ general way," and refused to 
confirm that he had talked to Gis- 
eard about the possibility of send- 
ing French troops to Lebanon. 

The Secretary of State said any 
specific measures to be taken in 
Lebanon by outside countries “will 
involve further discussions. So we 
did not discuss any precise projects.”

Amin frees British engineer 


LONDON. — British engineer Thomas Webb, jailed for a month in 


Uganda for possessing foreign newspapers and an air pistol, arrived , 


here yesterday after being freed and deported. He suid his experience 
was “right out of Alice in Wonderland.” 

Webb, 54, who works for East African Airways, told reporters he 
believed Ugandan President Idi Amin intervened to secure his release, 
He was arrested Apri! 8 in Kampala. 

“I have sinze learned that one of my juniors who did not like me 
was the reason for my arrest," said Webb, who has spent 13 Years in 
East Africa. (AP) 


Man charged in Panagoulis death 


ATHENS. — A 31-year-old shopowner was charged yesterday with 
the homicide by negligence of liberal politician Alexandros Panagoulls, 

Panagoulis, 37, who became an anti-junta resistance hero when he 
tried to assassinate dictator George Papadopoulos in 1968, died in a 
car crash laat Saturday. 

Michael Stefas stepped forward two days after the crash and said 
he was involved in the accident. He said that Panagoulis's car skidded 
cn the wet road, bumped into his cwn car and smashed ugainst ἃ wall, 
Stefas has been released pending his trial, a pollec spokesman said. 
He faces up to eight years’ imprisonment on churges of manslaughter, 
abandoning his victim, and using false licence plates, 

Meanwhile, the Justice department has ordered a full inquiry inte 
the death, reacting to charges from opposition party leaders of 
foul play. (Reuter. AP) 


Brezhnev promoted to marshal 


MOSCOW. — Communist Party chief Lecnid Brezhnev was promoted 
yesterday to the military rank of marshal, with the accolad: thut his 
name and world peace were insepurable. 

The promotion, announced by the official news agency Tass, was seen 
as confirming Brezhnev, 69, as the Soviet Union’s supreme authority in 
military affairs as well as in the civilian administration. 

Only Josef Stalin held a higher rank. He was a generalissimo. (Reuter, 


Mozambique minister stabbed 


JOHANNESBURG, X2uth Africa. -— Mozambique Interior Minister 
Armando Guebuza was stabbed and sertously wounded by bodyguards of 
Fresident Samora Mechel at 2 meeting of the government's central 
comri.te2, the “Rend Daily Mail" reperted on Friday. 

‘The newspaper, quoting reliuble scurces in Maputo, said the 32-year. 
old minister made threats during an argument over Machel's scheduled 
state visit to the Scviet Union. Machel ordered his bodyguards to over- 
Fower the minister, whe received stab wounds while resisting them, the 
report said. 

Macihel's visit to the Sevict Union, scheduled later this month. is said 
to be regarded by scme influential members of the Mozambique Govern- 
ment as the final move to turn the country into a Russian satellite. (AP) 


Algerians jail French engineers 


MEDEA, Algeria. — Two French engineers accused of economic espion- 
age were jailed on Friday by the Algerian State Security Court. 

An Algerian employee of the State Steel Comyany. tried in his absence, 
was sentenced to death. Three other defendants in the case — a Briton, 
ἃ Frenchman, and a Tunisian — were acquitted. 

They were found guilty of “econcmic espionage with extenuating cir. 
cumstances” last year when their firm, registered in France, was trying 
to win a contract to extend rail facilities in eastern Algeria, to serve the 
nearby ΕἸ Hadjar Steel Works. 

In court, both Frenchmen retracted statements they had made to an 
investigating magistrate that they had links with the French secret 
service, They claimed thet the statements had been made under 
constraint, (Reuter) 


Spain moves toward reform 


MADRID. — Spain’s cabinet has approved constitutional reforms pro- 
posed by Premier Carlos Arias — including plans for a bicameral par- 
liament ‘with a lower house elected by universal suffrage and partially- 
elected upper house. 

The reforms approved by the cabinet on Friday 8130 include a change 
in the succession law to permit King Juan Carlos’ son, eight-year-old 
Felipe, to ascend the throne at age 18, or either of his two sisters in case. 
cf the prince's death. 

. -Both the ecnstitutional reforms-and change in the succession must be 
ratified by the conservative-controHed Cortes, the current cne-house 
parliament, then go to a national referendum in October. (AP) 


Kidnappers free pasta king 


MILAN, Italy. — Guido Fioravanti, 
Milan's pasta king, was released 
Thursday night after spending two 
months in the hands of kidnappers. 
His family reportedly paid $1.56m. 
for his freedom despite police ef- 
forts to bar payment. 

Police last month had seized 
$740,000 in banknotes they said Fio- 
ravanti's relatives had prepared for 
the ransom. They said the family 
apparently established new contacts 


with the abductors and succeede- 
in i them the ransom for th 
62-year-old industrialist. 
Fioravanti was one of 17 person: 
abducted in Italy this year and on

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Kaddum and consensus 


THE CABINET debate on Kaddum and settlement policy in 
the territories is an example of the politics of polarization into 
which the Government is being forced by outside political 
forces beyond its control, at a critical period requiring a 


The background to the growing polarization which has led . 
to today's debate involves the deliberate, long-term Jack of 
clarity in regard to official policy on the fate of the territories 
which came under Israel control in the Six Day War. Two 
arguments were adduced at the time in support of this inten- 
tional vagueness: that it would be self-defeating and pre- 
mature in advance of peace negotiations to reveal Israel's hand 
regarding eventual disposition of the territories, and that a 
clear policy decision by the Government would unnecessarily 
deepen the ideological and emotional rifts in the Israel body 
politic at a time when national unity was imperative. 

The more immediate background concerns the unwillingness 
of the Cabinet to challenge the demonstrative Gush Emunim 
settlement fait accompli at Sebastia in Samaria last December. 
In the compromise, designed to gain time, the handful of Gush 
Emunim settlers were moved to the army base at Kaddum 
in the heartland of the Samaria mountains, as an interim 
measure. Prime Minister Rabin undertook to have the Cabinet 
take a final decision within three months. 

In the intervening five months Gush Emunim and its open 
and covert supporters in the various political camps have 
sought to push the polarization of the issue even further. Their 
initiative has been reciprocated by growing elements in Mapam 
and the splinter groups on the far left. Both camps have held 
mass demonstrations in recent weeks which have shown that 
several tens of thousands of Israelis on both sides are the 
mainstay of the politics of polarization which is pressing the 
Government to opt for a radical stance in one direction or the 


There is, however, good reason to believe, that most Israelis 
support a vaguer, unarticulated position that could, given 
resolute leadership, form the basis for a consensus politics of 
the mainstream. This position would insist on a continued Is- 
raeli presence in the territories as a military necessity, rather 
than for religious or ideological reasons. 

The difference between this mainstream position and the more 
radical ones to either side of it is more than a question of 
semantics: it involves a cast of mind which ‘is prepared to 
entertain considerations of political realism in determining 
Israel's policy stance in this most difficult of issues. Partners 
in this consensus ‘include those “doves” who would insist on 
eventual return of the bulk of the territories to Arab self- 
government but who would object to doing so outside of, or 
prior to, an overall peace settlement. On the other side, it 
includes “hawks” who, while emotionally disposed to incorporate 
the territories into Israel, realistically admit the dangers to the 
State and its Jewish character that such a step would involve. 
consensus that should be clearly 
articulated and strengthened in the coming months during 
which increased pressures from Israel's friends are to be ex- 


It is thus not enough for the Cabinet to try to defuse the 
explosive Kaddum issue in its deliberations today. What is 
needed is clarity about the priorities to be accorded to Israeli 
settlement. Policy and the steps to carry it out must now be 
clearly stated in order to serve as a focal point for developing 


Politically, Prime Minister Rabin may confidently count on 
neither Mapam nor the NRP desiring the premature fall of 
his government. Both parties would stand in danger of losing 
strength if the country would go to early elections. The Prime 
Minister's main problem is getting his own Labour Party to 
overcome its internal factional and personal dissension and to 
coalesce around a consensus policy..He has spent close to two 
years avoiding pushing his party to such a decision. It is 
highly doubtfw whether this decision can be put off for 
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Egypt’s intentions 


DAVAB (Histadrut) says that the 
latest rapprochement between 
Egypt and the PLO does not seem 
to have been hindered by the fact 
that Egypt's orientation is pro- 
American while that of the PLO 
is anti-American. In the Middle 
East imbroglio such distinctions

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THE APPOINTMENT of Dimitri 
Ustinov as the Soviet Union’s new 
Minister of Defence, replacing the 
late Marshall Andref Grechko, is in 
one respect something of a surprise. 
The Soviet defence portfolio has 
traditionally been the preserve of 
army generals and marshalls, and In 
the nearly 60 years of Soviet history 
only two civilians have occupied it. 
The first was Leon Trotsky, founder 
of the Red Army. The second was 
Nikolai Bulganin, who served as 
Defence Minister from 1947 to 1949, 
and again from 1953 to 1965. 

There is thus reason to believe that 
the Ustinov appointment two weeks 
ego heralds some far-reaching 
changes. The question is. what kind? 

Ustinov'’s entire professional 
career has been with the Soviet 
military industry, whose chief he 
‘was up to now. For 30 full years he 
surveyed the scene from a “com- 
manding height" which served as a 
meeting point for the major ruling 
groups in the Soviet Union — the par- 
ty, the military, the KGB, and in- 
dustry itself. While himself 
with the development of the means 
of producing military hardware, 
Ustinov got to know personally all 
the top technical officers in the 
Soviet army, as well as the leading 
civilian engineers and rs 
engaged in work for the army. This 
managerial group today exerts great 
Influence not only on military 
strategy, but on the entire economic 
and technical strategy of the Soviet 
Union. 

The new Defence Minister is thus 
the man best suited to the task of 
coordinating the management of 
strategic policy and the development 
of heavy industry, with special 
emphasis on military industry. If 
one may project from Ustinov's past 
background into his future conduct, 
the following main changes should 
be expected to result from his ap- 
pointment: 


FIRST, there will be sweeping 
changes of personnel in the top com- 
mand of the Soviet armed forces. 

The leading Soviet officers, who 
won their spurs in World War Il, are 
now approaci retirement age. 
They will be replaced by officers 
with little actual experience of war- 
fare but with great technical and 
theoretical ΙΒ. An army as 
dependent on modern technology as 
the Soviet must indeed give 
preference to officers who excel in 
their technological knowledge. Since 
this is precisely the group best 
imown to Ustinov, he should have no 
difficulty finding in it suitable 
replacements for the old-timers 
whose time has come. Ustinov's first 
few months in office could produce a 
whole series of army retirements 
and promotions. ᾿

Sweeping changes in the 
military-industrial com- 
plex of the Soviet Union 
may soon follow the ap- 
pointment of Dimitri 
Ustinov, below, as the 
new Minister of Defence, 
writes Michael Checinski 


Secondly, there will be fewer 
bottlenecks in the process of satisfy- 
ing the needs of the armed forces 
from the Soviet economy. . 

Throughout Soviet history, 
military and civilian managers have 
been in bitter conflict over their 
relative share in the national 
product. On the one hand, the 
defence establishment has been 
making repeatedly larger demanda 
on the economy for more and better 
equipment for the army, even at the 
expense of the orderly running of in- 
dustry and agriculture; on the other 
hand, the economy, overburdened a3 
it already was with military orders, 
has all too often been unable to meet 
not only the rising expectations of or- 
dinary citizens but also the demands 
of the generals. 

Recently the export of Soviet arms 
has become one of the most impor- 
tant instruments of the Kremlin's 
world-wide policy of expansion, and 
both the quality and the quantity of 
Soviet arms rolling from the 
assembly lines are now a matter of 
the highest priority. Ustinov, who ex- 
pertly straddles the military-civilian 
fence, may be expected to bring the 


voracious appetites of the armed 
forces and the economy at large into 
some sort of harmony. 

Thirdly, there will be an even 
greater effort to keep the army 
generals and marshalis from for- 
ming a military counterweight to the 
party leadership of the Soviet state. 

‘The armed forces have traditional-" 
ly been divided into competing 
“interest ." which the coun- 
try’s political leaders have always 
done their best to set against each 
other — with the aid of military 
counter-intelligence — thus insuring 
themselves aguinst any possibility of 
8. military takeover. This will now be 
4 major task for the new Minister of 
Defence. 

As a civilian, umencumbered by 
Previous military loyalties, Ustinov 
should be in an ideal position to con- 
duct a policy of divide-and-rule with 
respect to the armed forces. The ex- 
cellent relations he has long main- 
tained with both the KGB and 
military counter-intelligence would 
help him greatly, and so, needless to 
‘say, would the shifts in the high com- 
mand which he is to start in- 
troducing shortly. 

All this, however, has nothing 
whatever to do with any cutting 
down — as some alleged experts in 
the West have suggested — of the 
power and influence of the Soviet 
“military lobby,” with a view to 
assuring the continuation of detente. 
‘The existence of such a lobby is a fig- 
ment of Kremlinological imagina- 
tion. No such institution haa ever 
determined Soviet foreign policy. 
Ustinov is no greater, and no lesser, 
an enthusiast of ‘peaceful coex- 
istence’’' — the Soviet term for 
detente — than his predecessor, and 
if there is one area to which his ap- 
pointment is entirely irrelevant, it is 
foreign policy. 


WHAT NEXT for Ustinov? This may 
seem to call for a crystal ball, but 
past experience may serve asa fair- 
ly reliable guide. Ustinov appears to 
be following in the footsteps of 
Bulganin, the last civilian Defence 
Minister before him. Like him, he 
has already been granted high 
military rank. And, again like 
Bulganin, he may in the not too dis- 
tant future — once he has carried out 
successfully the programme for the 
renovation and reconstruction of the 
armed forces — find himself 
elevated to the post of prime 
minister (or chairman of the council 
of ministers, in Soviet parlance), 
replacing the superannuated Alexei 
Kosygin. Or he may even succeed 
alling party secretary general 
Leonid Brezhnev himself. 

One way or another, Dimitri 
Ustinov is the man to watch in the 
Kremlin. 


WHO IS RATIONAL? 


THE LEADING article in this paper 
on 26 Nissan {April 26) may be one of 
the most important position 
statements in many a year. For it 
comes to grips — albeit on the wrong 
side of the issue — with the central 
and only relevant point of the ques- 
tion of the liberated lands. For while 
Abba Eban and Menahem Begin 
debate the questions of giving up 
land, settling in Judea and Samaria, 
and the Arab and ‘Palestine’ 
problem from a joint position of 
“rationality,” the real debate is that 
between the “rational'' and the 
“irrational.'' Hence, The Jerusalem 
Post leader, which strongly attacked 
Gush Emunim for its insistence that 
Jewish sovereignty in Judea and 
Samaria is “simply a matter of 
Divine right,” takes a giant step 
forward towards crystallizing the 
real issue: Will Israel adopt a 
“rational” foreign policy or will it 
follow an “irrational" one of faith 
and trust in the All Mighty and in the 
Jewish destiny? 

Obviously, the Post comes down 
squarely in the camp of the 
“rational,’* the “practical,"’ and the 
“logical.”’

‘ews. 


Let us honesily consider the 
situation: The Arab states are deter- 
mined to wipe out a Jewish State of 
any size or shape; in quantity and 
quality with enormous sums of 
dollars added to their coffers annual- 
ly with which they purchase arms 
from East and West. as well as allies 
in the Third World and Europe. The 
Soviet Union stands to intervene in 
any war in which Israel fs winning 
“too much," while the U.8. is weary 
of any intervention after Vietnam 
and is especially tired of the Israel! 
nuisance that threatens its oil and

Sir, — In his article, ‘'Hatfa art 
furore” (April 14), Ya'acov Ardon 
adopted a biased view on the subject 
of the Municipa] Art Adviser and the 
sports palace; he omitted facts 
brought out by the High Court judg- 
ment and the main reason it rejected 
the’ petition of the Artists’ Azssocia- 
tion for an order nisi — namely that 
postponement of an appeal unti] the 
conclusion of a tender abrogates the 
right of appeal. 


Moreover, the judgment stressed 
that, in his letter, a copy of which 
was sent to the Chairman of the 
Haifa Branch of the Artists’ Associa- 
tion, the then Vice-Mayor of Haifa, 
Mr. Zeisel, clearly stated that a 
Haifa municipal employee was ex- 
pected to participate (obviously Mr. 
Gershon Knispel), thus voiding the 
artists’ claim that they did not know 
that Gershon’ Knispel would par- 
ticipate in the tender and that this 
constituted foul play and an ad- 
ditional reason to grant an order 
nisis. 


It ig therefore difficult to unders- 
tand why Mr. Ardon claims that the 
artists were misled into believing 
that the Municipal Art Adviser 
would not participate in the tender. 

With regard to the letter of former 
city engineer Cohen, it referred only 
tothe fact that Mr. Knispel would not 
produce works of art against pay- 
ment in the Haifa area except in his 
capacity of art adviser. Moreover, it 
was agreed that, following his accep- 
tance of a full-time municipal job, 
Mr. Knispel would only undertake 
monumental works of art with the 
written authorization of the Mayor 
and the Municipality. This 
authorization was granted in the 
case under ἀἰεσυσειο and be 
Knispel is οἱ 6 agreement 
not to produce works of art against 
payment in the Haifa Area. 


In 1972, the. Municipality decided 
to carry out five pilot projects to 
embellish the facade of residential 
housing. In the framework of his 
municipal job, Mr. Knispel planned 
and supervised the execution of 
these projects, while the tenants and 
contractors undertook to cover the 
expense of the materials only. This 
project designed to increase public 
awareness of the value of art in hous- 
ing was most successful. It resulted 
in a chain reaction and the works of 
art adorn more and more buildings 
in Haifa with the help of many ar- 
tists. The complaint of one tenant on 
the subject was investigated and 
found to be unjustified.
